Washington, Jan. 13. — The coal 


strike settlement commission today 
was enabled to begin Its actual work

Washington, Jan. 13. — The 
move- 


ment for congressional investigation 
into awards of army war decorations 
produced a stormy scene in the house 
today during which a resolution by 
Representative Gallivan, Democrat of 
Massachusetts, calling on Secretary 
Baker for a report on the awards, was 
adopted. 


The fight centered largely about Mr.

On a roll call, the Gallivan res 
olution was adopted, 182 to 127. MOB 
of the Democrats opposed it.

The failure to send Major General

German Troops Fire On 


Demonstrators, Who 


Parade Streets 


SOME FACTORIES CLOSE 


Police Finally Restore Order- 


Plundering on Large Scale 


in Occupied Towns 


Basle, Jan. 13.—Many persons were 


killed or wounded In 
Berlin today 


when the troops fired upon or bay- 
onetted demonstrators who tried to 
rush the reichstag entrances in pro- 
test against the exploitation law, says 
a. dispatch from Berlin. 


The dispatch adds that since noon, 


crowds have paraded the streets of 
Berlin, .following an appeal from "Die 
Freiheit," the Radical Socialist or- 
gan, for workmen to demonstrate in 
protest against the law. 


Blots in Front ot Reichstag. 


Berlin, Jan. 13.—Up to 2:30 this 


afternoon, public order had not been 
restored in connection with the dem- 
onstrations before the Reichstag. Big 
processions passed along the streets 
converging into the Koenigsplatz from 
ail quarter*. Numerous factories were 
obliged to close. 


The demonstrators bore flags -In- 


scribed '-We Demand an Unrestricted 
Worker*' Council Bill." 


Numerous speeches were delivered 


from the steps of the reichstag sharp- 
ly protesting against the bill in it* 
present form. Street car service was 
partly suspended, the men being on 
strike. 


The public aecurity police restricted 


themselves to guarding the reichstag 
with strong forces. Ten men 
had 


been brought into the court of the 
Reichstag building when the national 
assembly adjourned at r 'o'clock thi* 
afternoon; according to an announce- 
ment by President Fehrenbach. ' The 
police finally restored order before the 
reichstag building. The chamber ad- 
journed until "Wednesday. 


•Oerman Railway Strikes Spread. 
London. Jan. 15. — A dispatch to 


the Exchange Telegraph from Berlin 
dated Monday, says: 


"The government is taking precau 


tions against disorders, including th 
barricading of the front of the par 
liament buildings.

Mr. Palmer aald that while other 


government agencies during the laat 
year were rounding out their labor* In- 
cident to the war, hla department found 
Itself only half way thrtragh its aeorea 
of investigations and litigated ques- 
tions. Countless hundreda of claims 
growing out of the war have been mad* 
against the government, he" said, and 
nraat be fottgbt through the courts. 


Casea In which the gorarnaient seek* 


to recover funds paid out through error 
or fraud provide another source of 
supply for litigation.

a. garland wreath. We were remind- 
ed that these young heroic and su- 
p.:b men had sacrificed themselves In 
the defense of the oppressed people 
of the world, and more particularly 
for our defense. We shall never for- 
get what we owe the division of New 
York, for we can see anew shining 
above our ruins the sun of liberty, tra- 
dition and ideals." 


The letter General O'Ryan has ac- 


knowledged,, thanking the people of 
Bony for their gracious and kindly ac- 
tion and expressing the belief thai 
America is content to leave her dead 
in the keeping of a people who so 
revere their memory and guard their 
sanctuary.

Amas Crounse. Civil war veteran 


and government employe, died Mon- 
djy In this city. He wa» eighty-three 
years old, and had lived here since 
the war. 


Mr. Crounse was born In Otsego 


county, New York, February 23, 18JG. 
He became the owner of a farm in 
that state at the age of twenty-six, 
and busied himself In its affairs up to 
the time of the war. 
When the call 


came for volunteers he left the farm 
and enlisted In the 152nd Regiment 
of New York volunteers, September 
6, 1862. He later became corporal 
of Company I. 


Several times he was selected to act 


as a recruitlsg officer in the vicinity 
of his home. Shortly after his return 
from the last one of these trips, he 
was wounded in the battle of Prospect 
Hill, May 31, 1864, necessitating the 
amputation of his left hand. He was 
honorably discharged from the serv- 
ice on account of his disability Janu- 
ary 20, 1865. 


The remainder of his life was spent 


in the civil service of the government. 
He was employed in the capitol, the 
patent office and later was transferred 
to the Treasury department at the 
request of Francis E. Spinner, then 
secretary of that department He re- 
mained there for 
forty-two 
years. 


when he resigned because of his ad- 
vanced years. 


Surviving him are seven children, 


grandchildren 
and 
several great 


grandchildren. Interment was in Ar- 
lington national cemetery on Wednes- 
day, with military honors. 


Mr. Crounse enlisted at the date

Th« disappearance ot young wblto, 
hlldren, who ara believed to have 
een carried off by ncgroea and etcrl- 
flced in Toodoo rite*, haa greatly ex- 
cited public opinion la Cuba, and for 
he first time sine* the cessation of 
Spanish rule cases of lynching bar* 
occurred. 


Voodoolsm has been practiced ID 


Cuba under the name of "Brujerla" 
ver since the first African negro 
laves were imported as laborers on 
he sugar plantations, about 400 year* 
ago. 
It persists -wherever any rem- 


nant of these people is found. 


Brujerln Is based on the belief in 


he power of certain idols to effect 
ures for physical and mental ail- 
ments and to grant requests concern* 
ng love affairs and curses, etc., th* 
>ellevw having to make certain sacri- 
fices. 


Use Images of Saint*. 


It is noteworthy that in Cuba the 


negroes utilize Images of Catholic 
saints and assign to them the powers 
supposed to belong to their Idols, 
where visits have been made to th* 
louses of these people, altars have 
teen 
found 
somewhat resembling 


Catholic altars, the images of the 
alats being dressed In special colon 
orrespondtng to the Idols they an 
supposed to represent, and around aro 
rults and vegetables, calabashes, 
trlngs of colored beads, and the ever- 
present tom-tom, without which the 
eances are never held. The blend* 
ng of Christian and heathen practices 
s astonishing, and even the voodoo 
prayers resemble Christian prayers. 


To comply with the law many col- 


ored societies have been formed, such 
as institutions for mutual succor, la* 
Etruction and recreation, but under 
his cover negroes in many cases have 
carried on their fetish worship. 


In modem times the "Brojos" ap- 


parently satisfied the demands ot their 
deities by the sacrifice ot animals, 
Ither white or black fowls, goats, or 
cats, etc.. although, cases had been 
known where they had taken away 
todies from cemeteries. But about 
eleven years ago cases were regis- 
tered where it was demonstrated that 
the Brujos were trying 4o obtain yonng 
white children for their sacrifices. 
Since then a number of yonng whit* 
children have disappeared and It Is 
the general belief that these children 
have been murdered with the object 
of taking their blood and entrallft for 
the Brnjos* witch doctors, these be- 
ing considered strong fetishes for tb* 
cure of allmert*. 


Though It has been difficult to prove 


the charges against any Individual— 
the sacrifices being carried out In re- 
mote regions—several negroes have 
teen convicted and have received 
leavy sentences. 


Find Bodies of Victim*. 


In several cases no trace has been 


obtained of very yonng whit* (Iris 
who have disappeared from their 
homes, but where the bodies have 
been discovered U has usually been 
fotjad that the viscera, have been re- 
moved. 


These outrages growing in number 


greatly excited public opinion, and in 
June of this year the first case of 
lynching occurred, the place being th* 
Gnanabacoa suburb ot Havana. In 
this case a young white girl had been 
cent on an errand, but failed to re- 
turn. She was eventually found In 
the company of a negro. By this time 
the indignation of the crowd had been 
aroused, one end ot * rope was tied 
roanfe the neck of the negro and the 
.other end to the tan of * bareback 
mate, and the mule flogged to a gal- 
lop. 
• 


Soon after this occurrence another 


case again excited public Indignation. 
At llatanzas a white girl disappeared, 
and after some time information was 
obtained that the body had bee* 
buried 10 the cemetery wrier cover of 
night, "and upon this body being ex- 
humed It was found to lack the braiM, 
heart, tongue and blood. Fivene«r*ea 
known to b* Bmjoa were fetalac* «•. 
snsplcloQ of having been tstpMeated 
la this sacrifice. The crowd attacked 
the) prison, bat were beaten oat by aol- 
dlera. fitowever, the negroes lost 
their lives. It appears that they tried 
to escape and were shot down and 
tilled by the swidieis.

(a) To do awav with n Inrjre num 


ber of officeis and soldiers in Munich, 
slaying them as the\ slept; (b) that » 
group of reds from Munich proposed 
to blacklist n number of prominent of- 
ficials, draw lots, and then "put away" 
the condemned; (c) that, particularly 
In Munich, plans were afoot for crea- 
tion of red "shock troops," to use 
against the regular military—partic- 
ularly against monarchist officers; (d) 
that, In cases of demonstrations, wom- 
en and children tvere to be put In the 
fore ranks to shield the cowards be- 
hind from the machine guns of the 
government troops; (e) that the com- 
munist government should ally Itself 
with the anarchist-syndicalist groups. 


All evidence at hand in the last few 


weeks has shown quite conclusively 
that the Spartacists and the independ- 
ent* were endeavoring to prove con- 
clusively to Germany and to the world 
that they had moderated. Certainly, 
In general, they adopted a new course 
of tactics from that pursued last win- 
ter and spring, when rioting and blood- 
shed were the order of th* day. Their 
new course appeared to consist in fo- 
mentation of strikes and other intern- 
al troubles with a view to embarrass- 
ing the government and hampering the 
national life that the existing regime 
would be overthrown. Now, however, 
the evidence of the government con- 
tained In documents seized from Im- 
prisoned Spartacists shows that where- 
as sabotage and kindred 
weapons 


were probably favored by the bulk of 
the communists, there was another 
group that believed in "direct action" 
of the worst sort. 


The murder of Government Inspector 


Blan in August led the government to 
probe even more deeply than before 
into the secret workings of the, com- 
munist group. 


Many ArrcsU Made. 


This general Investigation led to a 


number of arrests, including the haul 
at Halle, wherein about a dozen of very 
radical stripe were captnred. It also 
proved to the government's satisfac- 
tion that Blan was killed by reds. 


Munich continues to be a fruitful 


source of communist agitation. Some 
of the reddest of the reds have their 
headquarters there. From these head- 
quarters Issue secret orders which ev- 
cry now and then fall Into government i 
hands and prove that not only are 
these agitators willing to harm, and j 
even halt, the national industrial life, 
but have no really sincere desire to 
benefit the laboring man. 
j 


Instead, it has been shown, the agi- 


tators are fattening on proletarian 
funds, «ome of which emanate directly 
from bolshevik Russia and others of 
which are collected from the "breth- 
ren" in German?, Austria and Czecho- 
slovakia.
